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“ general amnesty in respect of all acts 
committed in the course of the recent 
hostilities,” and has asked all Irish 
citizens to observe it “in the spirit and 
in the letter.” No doubt, this decree has 
been in contemplation for some time ; but 
its publication last Saturday may have 
been designed to relieve the tension on the 
Northern frontier. Thekidnapped Unionists 
are being held as hostages for the 

maghan footballers who lie in Derry 
Prison. Mr. Collins and his colleagues 
may have hoped that the Northern 


Govénment, too, would declare an 
amnesty and that the frontier episode 
would end in an exchange of prisoners. 
Once more, however, fuel has been added to 
the flames of party passion. When a band 
of special constables were passing through 
Clones railway station last Saturday after- 
noon a guard of the Republican Army 
ordered them to surrender. They refused, 
and both parties opened fire. The Re- 
publican commandant ani four constables 
were killed instantly and five other 
constables were wounded. The question, 
“Who ‘fired the first shot?” is not the 
real question at issue. That question 
concerns the right of the Republican Army 
to order any law-abiding citizen of the 
Northern State to “put up his hands.” 
Of course, no such right exists, and the 
Northern Government will not. tolerate 
any claim to it for a moment. 

We may hope, however, that the Northern 
Government, while taking every legitimate 
measure to protect its own subjects and 
servants, will recognise the Provisional 
Government's difficulties. The whole situa- 
tion is preposterous. The existence of the 
Provisional Government is an administra- 
tive necessity ; but, at a time when it is 
confronted with the gravest problems, it 
has no roots in the soil, no authority from 
the people, no material forces for the 
execution of its decrees. The battalions of 
drilled men who attended and policed Mr. 
de Valera’s meeting in Dublin yesterday 
are not servants of the Provisional Govern- 
ment: they are servants of a Republic 
which still has a nominal existence. The 
President of that “ Republic ” is the chief 
author of the Peace Treaty and may 
become the: first Prime Minister of the 
Free State. Yet Mr. Griffith is pledged 
to make no use of Republican forces which 
might seem to conflict with the interests 
of the nominal “Republic,” Naturally, 
Mr, Griffith and Mr. Collins want to escape 
from this net at the first possible moment ; 
and, naturally, the extremists want to 
keep them there until it ‘strangles them. 
The arguments and appeals in Mr. de 
Valera’s speech yesterday may be left to the 
common-sense of the Irish people, who will 
know what to think of his sudden affection 
for Lord MacDonnell’s Council Bill and 
of his assurance that North-East Ulster 
could be persuaded to accept an inde- 
pendent Republic. The real point of his 
speech was his demand for the mainten- 
ance of the net—in other words, for the 
postponement of the Southern elections, 

When the first Government of the Irish 
Free State takes office it will control, by 
popular mandate, the police and other 
armed forces in Southern Ireland. It will 
be able to exercise authority on its 
Northern borders and to punish in con- 
stitutional fashion all breaches of that 
authority. For this reason alone early 
elections are essential to the peace of Ire- 
land, since present conditions on the 
Northern frontier are a positive invitation 
to bloodshed and disorder. In any case, 
there will be no peace in the South, and 
no possibility of fruitful negotiations with 
the Northern Government, until the exact 
size and strength of the extremist elements 
have been revealed at the polls. The 
Republicans are being assisted now by the 
fact that they are an unknown quantity. 
Mr. de Valera was able to claim that the 
very large crowd which assembled to hear 
him yesterday was thirsting for the rejec- 
tion of the Treaty. Ii and when the elec- 
tions tell a different story, all his ingenuity 
will fail to dispute their verdict. Mr. 
Griffith and Mr. Collins are eager to 
consult the people, and the British 
Government ought to make all haste with 
the legislation which will free their hands 
for their urgent and accumulating tasks. 
Any policy of obstruction or tactics of 
delay in the Imperial Parliament would 
give infinite satisfaction to the enemies of 
Irish settlement, 


Navy Cuts. 


The Admiralty's attack on the Geddes 
report has béen the cause of a first-class 
political “sensation.’’ The Cabinet had 
no knowledge of the remarkable document 
for which Colone] Amery has taken full 
responsibility until it was in the hands of 
the general public. Naturally, the sup- 
porters of the Geddes Committee allege 
that a deliberate attempt is being made 
to “torpedo’’ its reco dations. The 
member for Dover will raise the whole 
question in the House of Commons, and a 
very lively debate is anticipated. That the 
Admiralty has a right to criticise the re- 
port goes without saying. No reasonable 
man could expect that a proposal to reduce 
the Nava] Estimates by 25 per cent. would 
be allowed to pass unchallenged ; but the 
fact that the Admiralty launched its 


the more reasonable course. To make a 

in France. while England retains 
the present system would cause endless 
confusion in regard to cross-Channel ser- 
vices, telephone calls, and postal arrange- 
ments. The two countries have so many 
connecting links that, in a matter of this 
nature, they certainly should pursue a 
common policy. England intends to re- 
tain Summer-time. What will Free 


is in favour of a return to the old time- 
table, but Northern Ireland almost cer- 
tainly will keep its clocks in tune with 
the clocks of the sister island. To have 
a difference of an hour between Dundalk 
and Newry would be ludicrous. All sorts 
of absurd complications would arise, and 
the officials in charge of the licensing laws 
on the border would have a busy time. 
Partition will be bad enough in normal

Ireland's Defeat. 


The Irish Rugby team has suffered 
defeat, and, having lost to Wales at 
Cardiff, England has won her second 
international match of the season by 
twelve points to three. Fortunately, 
Irish Rugby knows how to take a 
beating, and there is no doubt that the 
English had the better team in nearly 
every respect. The two naval half-backs, 
Messrs. Kershaw and Davies, were a tower 
of strength, while the Air Force forward, 
Mr. Wakefield, was everything that a 
modern scrummager ought to be. He 
played the traditional Irish game, and, 
had he worn a green instead of a white 
jersey, England would not have won so 
easily. The Irish forwards failed, and 
many people will be surprised to find that 
only one change has been made m the 
Fifteen who have been chosen to play 
against Scotland. We notice that, while 
our Rugby prospects are under a cloud, 
an American gentleman, writing in the 
Brooklyn Eagle, predicts with confidence 
that baseball will become the national game 
of the Irish Free State! That, certainly, 
would be the last straw. Baseball is a good 
game, for those who like it: but the Irish 
do not like it. Their growing interest 
in Rugby, however, was evident from the 
great crowd which watched the national 
side's defeat on Saturday; and, despife 
temporary misfortunes, we may still look 
forward to the day when the luck of the 
Ryans will come back,

American Gratitude. 


The American soldiers who saw service 
in France are not likely to suffer the fate 
of the “war heroes of Great Britain. A 
grateful and moneyed country is about to 
provide bonuses for them all. In fact, all 
American soldiers who played any 
whatever in the Great War will be eligible 
for bonuses. These are being provided by 
méans of a new system of luxury taxes. 
The new taxes will include such features 
as an additional levy of one cent per 
gallon on gasoline, fifty cents additional 
tex on every 1,000 cigarettes, twenty-five 
cents per horse-power on motor cars, two 
dollars tax on all 1,000-dollar transactions 
in real estate, and a doubling of the 
theatre tax. In this way the State hopes 
to raise a sum of 329,000,000 dollars, and 
by a further tax on inheritances and gifts 
this sum is expected to be increased to a 
grand total of 350,000,000 dollars, or about 
£88,000,000. No other country but America 
could indulge in such an orgy of grati- 
tude. It a quarter of the sum were ex: 
pended upon men of the British Army 
who saw four times as much service as the 
oldest American veterans, the satisfaction 
of our ex-soldiers would be great. In Ire- 
land to-day there are thousands of ex- 
Service men with the narrowest means 
of support.

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LONDON LETTER. - 


THE GEDDES “ CUTS.” 


— — —— —

Public attention this week-end has been 
devoted almost exclusively to the Geddes 
recommendations and their probable out- 
come. Further examination of them con- 
firms the opinion that they canstitute a 
very remarkable, painstaking, and thorough 
piece of work, for which the members of 


the Committee deserve great praise. But 
it has also brought forth many criticisms, 
in addition to that of the Admiralty, of 
which a great deal more will be heard. 
As was to be expected, a good many of 
the strictures arise out of the proposed 
heavy “cut” in the education expendi- 
ture. The teachers, who both directly 
and indirectly wield a very important 
mfluence on the electorate, naturally 
object very strongly to proposals calculated 
to diminish their numbers and to reduce 
their salaries They take particular ex- 
ception to the recommendations that the 
achool age should be raised to six and that 
the size of the classes should be increased 
from an average of 33, or thereabouts, 


to 50. ' 

On both these points they probably will 
obtain a good deal of, outside support. 
There is no doubt that it is an enormous 
boon to working class mothers to be able 
to send their toddlers to school and 
to know that the children will be safely 
looked after while they are performing 
their househoid duties. Perhaps, a solu- 
tion of the difficulty might be found in 
charging a small fee—say a penny or two- 
pence a day—for children below the school 


age. 
THE EDUCATIONAL VIEW, 


From an educational point of view the 
proposal to increase the size of the classes 
is much more objectionable. Everyone who 
has had any practical experience of teach. 
ing knows that it is only the exceptional 
man or woman who can really control a 
class: of 50 healthy children, and that to 
“educate ''—in the best sense of the 
word—even 30 is a task which only the 
“born teacher, always a rara aris, can 
tackle with success. : 

In handling these and other recom- 
mendations of the Committee the Cabinet 
will have a heavy responsibility. It mus‘ 
either carry them out or find alternatice 
economies of, at least, similar magnitude. 
And to do the latter it will have to make 
a fundamental change in. the financia! 

liey pursued since the present Prime 

inister became Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer fourteen years ago. 

His predecessors regarded the function 
of the State as being to preserve the peace 
at home and abroad and to promote the 
education of its citizens, which was rightly 
considered a part of the national defence 
against its possible enemies. The conse 
quence is that the estimates did not 
increase much faster than the population. 
In 1893-4, the last year of Mr. Gladstone s 
Administration, they were £79,000,000. In 
1905-6, the last for which Mr. Balfour 
was responsible, they were £123,000,000. 
But Mr. Lloyd George conceived the State 
as a sort of Lady Bountiful, whose busi- 
ness was to adjust the inequalities of 
fortune between rich and r, and his 
attempts to carry out his theory sent up 
expenditure so rapidly that in 1913-14. 
the last complete year before the war. it 
amounted to just upon £200,000,000. There 
will be no great economies unless and 
until the Iloyd Georgian conception of 
the State’s function is scrapped.” 


THE ADMIRALTY’S ATTACK. 


Sir Thomas Polson has given private 
notice of a question to the Prime Minister 
in the following terms: — Whether his 
attgntion has been drawn to the statement 
in the Press, issued by the Board of Ad- 
miralty, dealing with the section of the 
Geddes report on the Navy; whether the 
issue of the criticism was authorised by the 
Board of Admiralty; whether it should 
not have heen in the first place submitted 
to the Cabinet and Parliament; and 
whether he will name a day for a úis 
cussion on this grave breach of officia! 
discipline. 

I doubt, by the way, whether Sir 
Thomass description of the action of the 
Board of Admiralty will be popular with 
his Dover constituents, who, whatever 
their views about national economy in 
the abstract, probably object very strongly 
to any further cutting down of the Navy. 

I understand that the responsibility 
for the publication of the Admiralty 
memorandum rests technically with Colonel 
Amery, the Parliamentary Secretary, but, 
in reality, with Earl Beatty, the First Sea 
Lord, who during Lord Lee's absence in 
America has been in control of Whitehall. 
Realising that the necessity of not giving 
the Geddes recommendations a start in 
their influence upon public opinion, he 
decided that the memorandum, which had 
been in preparation for some time, should 
be rushed out at once. 

There was not the slightest attempt to 
conceal what was being done. A repre- 
sentative of Colonel Amery came into the 
lobby of the House on Friday with a 
number of ies of the statement. As 
there was only one Lobby correspondent 
there at that moment, he went back into 
the Chamber to consult with (Colonel 
Amery. Later a number of copies of the 
Statement were sent to the (Gallery for 
distribution. There were not, however, 
enough to go round, and Colonel Amery 
was good enough to indicate where a 
further supply was obtainable at the Ad- 
miralty. In his opinion, he was un 
doubtedly fulfilling what he considered to 
be a public duty, and most people would 
agree with him.

A desperate fight occurred at Clones rail- 
Way station on Saturday evening between 
members of the Irish Republican Army and 
a detachment of Special Constabulary. 

The Specials—eighteen in number—were 
travelling to Enniskillen, where they were 
to strengthen three platoons that are en- 
caged in patrolling the border of Northern 
Ireland. : 

They had to change trains at Clones— 
which is a few hundred yards outside the 
Northern’ border—and it was when they 
were seated in the Enniskillen train that 
the affray began. Only six of them 
carried rifles. 

A commandant of the I.R.A. approached 
their compartment and ordered them to 
put up their hands. Tho next moment a 
shot was fired—there is some doubt about 
who fired it—and it was followed by a 
terrific outburst of machine gun, rifle and

MYSTERY OF THE FIRST

The following official report was issued et 
the headquarters of the Special Constabulary 
at Belfast last night :'— 

“18 Specials of the A Class, including a 
Sergeant, were on their way from the train- 
ing camp at Newtownards, Co. Down, to 
Enniskillen. Their mission was to slightly re- 
inforee three platoons, six men to go to each 
platoon. Only six of the eighteen men were 
ar.ced with rifles. It was for them 
to make a change of train at Clones, Co. 
Monaghan. They had to wait some time in 
the railway station, at which they arrived at 
5.40. 

“The party of Specials were just about to 
get into the train when fire was opened on 
them by LR.A. men, who wore uniform. 

Nothing of an unusual kind had occurred 
until machine gun and rifle fire was opened on 
the Special Constables. As the outcome of the 
frst volley five of the six armed i j 
the one who was not brought down returned 
the ſne, and shooting dead Commandant 
Francis Fitzpatrick, I. R. A., Newtownbutler. 

“The four Special Constables killed were: 
Sergeant Doherty, Constables J. Abraham, R.

RETURN TO BELFAST. 


Sir James Craig returned to Belfast on 
Saturday morning from London, and during 
the day met in conference those members of 
the Northern Government at present in the 
city. The sityation was discussed, and it was 
decided to convene a meeting of the Cabinet 
of Northern Ireland for Tuesday at Cabin 
Hill, the Prime Ministers residence. 

Sir James also had interviews with the 
local military and police officials, including: the 
Chief of the Special Constabulary Force, from 
whom he obtained firsthand information as to 
how matters stood al the six-county frontier. 

Asked on his arrival in Belfast if he con- 
templated a time-limit in connection with the 
declaration that he made before leaving London 
that if the Government action fails “I will 
carry out my own plan,” Sir James said that 
he and his Cabinet would have to consider the 
whole situation very carefully. 

“I wish again,” he said, “to thank every- | 
body, especially those on the border line, for 
their magnificent behaviour. I can assure 
them that the continuance of that steadfast 
loyalty to myself and the Government will be 
more effective than giving way to any un- 
authorised or lawless acts.

SURRENDER DEMANDED. 


Describing the scene at the. station, our 
Clones Correspondent. says: Commandant Fits- 
patrick and about 11 men of the LR. A., in 
uniform were on duty at the railway. 

When the Specials had boarded the Ennis- 
killen train and were about to depart Com. 
mandant Fitzpatrick approached the carriage 
in which they were seated and ordered them 
to put up their hands. Some of the men 
Obeyed the order, and the Commandant re- 
marked that, if the hands went up, there would 
be no shooting. 

A Special left another compartment and fired 
at the Commandant, who wae shot through the 
head. Rapid firing then took place from rifles, 
revolvers, and a machine gun.

Screams could be heard from the 
frightened women travellers, who became 
hysterical and rushed from the etation.

The Britjsh Minister yesterday informed 
the Austrian Government of the British 
Government's decision to give Austria a 
credit advance of two millions sterling. 

He added that the details of the credit 
would be communicated at once to the 
Austrian Minister in London. The 
arrangements are being completed through 
the exchange of Notes. 

Sir William Goode arrived in Vienna 
this morning to discuss the measures to 
be taken in connection with the foreign 
loans to be obtained when the Austrian 
assets are released by the Powers, and out 
of which the present British loan of two 
millions is to be repaid. Sir William 
Goode said that he was hopeful from con- 
versations he had in Paris that the French 
loan of one million sterling would be 
forthcoming.—(Reuter. ) 

Note.—This credit advance of £2,000,009 
sterling will give instant relief to the Austrian 
Government. Expressed in Austrian currency 
it is a very large sum, and will give the 
Vienna Government a chance to tide the 
country over the last of the winter months. 
The advance, must not be confused with the 
foreign loans which Austria is 32 to nego- 
tiate. Such loans can be granted only against 
some definite assets, and at nt all Aus- 
tria’s assets are ear-marked for America and 


some other Powers, of which Great Britain is 
not one. 

Strong efforts are being mado to induce the 
American Government to forego its lien on 
Austrian wealth, in order that it may be 
p against exteusive loans from Britain 
and France, us well as from some of the 
wealthier Succession States. Until some such 
loans can be arranged there will be no hope of 
a permanent improvement in Austria's condi- 
tion. Credit advances are all very well in 
thcir way, but they are nothing but doles, and 
no self-respecting nation any more than an 
individual, can continue to live by such pre- 
carious means.

The solemn ceremony of the Coronation 
of Pope Pius XI. took place at St. Peter's 
this morning. 

The Basilica was crowded with many 
thousands of guests, including members 
of the Pope's family, the Diplomatic Corps 
accredited to the Holy See, and the repre- 
sentatives of the Order of Malta. 

Just before nine o'clock the Pope, borne 
on the Sedia Gestatoria, and preceded by 
the College of Cardinals and the Prelates 
attached to the Pontifical Court, entered 
St. Peter's. ; 

Pontifical Mass was then chanted, after 
which Cardinal Lega placed the tiara upon 


the Holy Father's head. 
The Pope then gave the Benediction, and 


returned, carried on the Sedia Gestatoria, 
to the Vatican. 

After the ceremony at St. Peter’s the 
Pope gave his blessing to an enormous 
crowd which had assembled in the Piazza 
from the balcony outside the Basilica. 

The Holy Father's appearance was en- 
thusiastically acclaimed by the crowd, 
while the troops stood at the salute. 

It was the first time since the fall of 
the temporal power of the Papacy. that, 
the square of St. Peter's had been filled 
with a crowd numbering nearly two 
hundred thousand people, and the first 
time since 1870 that tha bugles of the 
Italian Army heralded the appearance of 
& Pontiff, and the troops of the King of 
Italy presented arms in his honour. 

The Pope thrice imparted the Apostolic 
blessing on Rome and the world, and 
afterwards, as he retired, waved his hand 
paternally to the crowds below in sign of 
farewell. | 

It is worth remembering that the crowd 
mostly cried viva Ratti instead of viva él 
Papa, jor the events of to-day mark a 
new step in the relations between the 
Church and the Italian Government. 

According to the Paris newspapers, the 
triple golden tiara with which the Pope was 
crowned to-day was a gift from the City 
of Paris, presented to Leo XIII. on the 
occasion of his Episcopal Jubilee in 1895. 
It is stated to have cost a million and a

HIS SON WOUNDED. 
— — 


It was officially reported at the Royal Irish 
Constabulary headquarters at Union quay, 
Cork, yesterday morning that District Inspector 
Michael Kenny, R. I. C., had been shot dead in 
82 West Cork, at midnight on Satur- 


y. 

He received his district inspectorship twelve 
months ago, after a long and faithful service, 
having been for ten years a head constabie. 
He was transferred to Cork on promotion, and 
had charge of Tuckey street Station. 

His wile and family reside in Clonakilty, and 
he was in the habit of spending week-ends with 
them. At midnight on Saturday he and his son, 
aged 19, were “held up” by. a number of 
armed men. Shots rang out, and District In- 
spector Kenny fell mortally wounded, His son 
was dangerously wounded. 

There were few people in the neighbourhood 
at the time, but the alarming, news spread 
quickly and created consternation, as the town 
has enjoyed absolute peace since the commence- 
ment of the truce last July. : . 

District Inspector Kenny was well known in 
police cireles in Ireland. He was about 55 rs 
of age. He acted for several years as head 
constable under District Inspector Rowan, who

THE MIND OF THE HOUSE. 


“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The House of Commons will be discussing to- 
day the financial position of the country osten- 
sibly on an amendment to the Address moved 
by the Independent Liberals condemning the 
Goverument for extravagance which has im- 
posed upon the country a crushing burden of 
taxation, and regretting that Ministers have 
been unable to make a definite promise that 
taxation will be reduced. 

In reality, the whole mind of the House of 
Commons will be concentrated on the report of 
the Geddes Economy Committee. Some of the 
Opposition spokesmen may endeavour to divert 
attention to the Governent’s financial past, but 
the Geddes report is designed to focus attention 
on the exact present aud the immediate future. 
From now onwards the discussion of national 
finance must have definite relation to the re- 
presentations and concrete proposals of the 
Geddes Committee until they are finally dealt 
with. , 


GEDDES REPORT. 
THE ADMIRALTY’S REPLY. 
The Times, dealing in a leading article with 
the Report, observes;—We shall firmly 
resist any attempt, direct or indirect, to burke 
any issue or to be merely obstructive. While 
we should be loth to attribute to any such 
spirit the publication of the Admiralty reply to 


the report, we regret that he reply should have

If, as there seems reason to assume, Colonc! 
Amery ig reronsible for thia language, he is 
deserving of blame, and has shown uniitnees for 
the responsible post he holde.

That case would: have lost nothing had it been 
more temperately and more gravely stated. 
Anything affecting the efficiency of the Senior 
Service within the limits agreed to at Washing 
ton is a matter of vital national concern. 

But the public will require to be convinced 
otherwise than by rolemical methods 
that the Admiralty is as eager to 
maintain the efficiency of the Navy 
on the most economical basis possible as it 
is to assuré the maritime security of the Em 
pire. Unfortunately, the case of the Admiralty 
is now in danger of being rrejudiced by the 
premature publication and the controversial tone 
of the reply, and by the bad example which 
that reply has set to the other Departments of 
the State.

IMPEDIMENT TO RUSSIAN

Commenting editorially upon a statement that 
Sir Benjamin Robertson, who has just returned 
from a visit to the famine area in Russia, has 
given to its representative, Tie Times ro 
marks :—-Sir Benjamin Robertsbn, whose one 
concern is with relief and not with causes, in- 
dicates the facts that make it indisputoble that 
the curse of Bolshevism is both the cause of the 
growing disaster and the chief impediment to 
relief. Let all possible relief be given. 

Let every available penny and every ounee of 
corn he sent into the area of this hopeless 
suffering. Let the little band of workers be 
powerfully maintained and strengthened. The 
work of the relief organisation should be co- 
ordinated, and an All-British Central Committee 
should be established commanding the confidenve 
that experienced workers like Sir Benjamin 
Robertson can inspire. Such work is deserving 
of the most ardent support, and adults must be 
ted as well as children. 

But there must be no delusion. Not more 
than a fringe of the problem can be touched, 
for relief workers, Bolshevists, and the whole 

pulation of Russia, are on the brink of chaos.

RESTRICTED TRADE DEMANDS 
FOR MONEY. 


The Timea, in its City Notes column, states 
that unless steps are token to tighten up the 
condition of the Short Loans Market an early re- 
duction in Bank rate seems unavoidable. With 
trade demands for money greatly restricted, and 
with commodity prices at a level of about 50) 
per cent. below that of a little over 12 months 
ago, the Money Market is dominated by Go- 
vernment finance, e., by the Treasury Bill. 

Last Friday the sale by tender of 000, 000 
of Treasury Bills resulted in an average dis- 
count rate of just over 3 per cent., which is 
nearly 2 per cent. below the Bank of England's 
minimum rate of 5 per cent. Although for 
months past the Bank rate has been out of 
toueh with monetary conditions, actual and 
prospective, it nevertheless regulates certain 
money rates and this complicates matters.
